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REPORT 


The  joint  committee  of  the  senate  and  house  of  delegates  on  the  condition  of  the  public 
library,  have  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  submit  the  following  report : 

In  conformity  to  law,  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  is  required  at  each  regular 
session  of  the  general  assembly,  to  make  a"  report  to  this  committee  of  his  proceedings, 
and  render  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  library  fund  under  his 
management. 

The  committee  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  this  report  has  been  made  to  them,  and 
gives  a  satisfactoiy  account  of  the  fund  and  all  transactions  connected  with  the  library, 
and  we  are  gratified  to  state  that  the  additions  of  works  to  various  departments  of  the 
library  have  been  judiciously  selected,  and  that  the  apartment  devoted  to  the  books  is 
kept  in  a  most  creditable  manner. 

For  the  details  of  purchase  and  exchanges  of  the  books  on  hand,  and  all  the  minuti^ 
.of  the  stock  account,  the  secretary's  report,  hereto  appended,  will  afford  full  and  correct 
information. 

The  following  statement  exhibits  a  synopsis  of  the  operations  of  the  fund,  its  receipts 
and  disbursements,  all  of  which  are  sustained  by  proper  vouchers.  The  fiscal  year  for 
the  accounts  conesponds  with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  commonwealth,  and  terminates, 
therefore,  on  the  30th  September  annually :

From  these  statements,  it  appears  that  during  the  two  preceding  fiscal  years,  the  sales 
amounted  to  $7,975,  and  that  the  receipts  from  interest  amounted  to  $2,816  80,  making  a 
total  of  $10,791  80.  These  statements  exhibit  a  very  flourishing  condition  of  the  library 
fund,  and  considering  the  circumstances  by  which  we  have  been  surrounded,  are  exceed- 
ingly gratifying. 

The  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  has,  with  the  assent  and  by  the  direction  of  the 
committee  on  the  library  heretofore,  invested  the  surplus  on  hand  in  state  bonds,  to 
produce  an  interest,  to  accumulate  an  additional  fund,  to  make  a  large  purchase  hereafter 
in  foreign  countries.  In  addition  to  the  sales  from  books,  the  library  fund,  by  tnese  pur- 
chases of  stock,  has  been  largely  increased,  and  the.  interest  received  therefrom  is  a  source 
of  increased  annual  income.  The  stocks  purchased.^^lftve  in  many  cases  been  bought  at  a 
considerable  discount,  and  the  library  is  receiving  a  nuich  larger  interest  than  the  simple 
interest  on  the  amount  invested,  being  an  interest  on  the  par  value  of  the  stock. 

The  committee,  in  conclusion,  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  library  is  attractive  for 
its  system,  neatness  and  order,  and  in  adding  their  testimony  to  the  ability,  fidelity  and 
courtesy  with  which  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  has  discharged  his  ai'duous  and  re- 
sponsible duties. 

The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  that  the  accounts  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  as  librarian  for  the 
fiscal  years  terminating  on  the  30th  of  September  1860  and  1861,  be  received  and  allowed. 
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REPORT. 


EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT,  November  1861. 

To  the  Joint  Library  Committee: 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  I  submit  my  report  of  proceed- 
ings as  librarian  durinp^  tli(?  preceding  two  fiscal  ytuirs,  and  a  lull  account  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursement.s  of  the  library  fund  under  my  management. 

The  library  fund  consists  of  books  which  have  been  published  by  authority  of  the  legis- 
lature. After  distributing  copies  to  the  officers  who  arc  entitled  thereto,  the  balance  on  hand 
is  disposed  of  by  sales  to  produce  a  fund  for  the  gradual  increase  of  the  library.  The  pur- 
chase of  books,  now  that  the  library  has  so  largely  increased,  requires  great  care  and  atten- 
tion to  prevent  the  unnecessary  duplication  of  the  same  works ;  and  a  close  examination  of 
our  own  catalogue  and  a  laborious  rcsearcli  into  other  catalogues  to  ascertain  what  new 
books  ought  to  be  purchased.  On  many  occasions  it  has  been  found  impossible,  with  the 
clerical  force  at  my  disposal,  and  the  nuiltifarious  duties  assigned  me,  to  expend  judiciously 
the  amount  received,  in  the  purchase  of  books  in  the  United  States,  and  with  the  assent  and 
by  direction  of  the  committees  on  the  library  heretofore,  the  surplus  ou  hand  bas'  been  in- 
vested in  state  bonds,  to  produce  an  interest  to  accumulate  an  additional  fund  to  make  a 
large  purchase  hereafter  in  foreign  countries. 

In  addition  to  the  sales  from  books,  the  fund  by  these  purchases  of  stock  has  been  in- 
creased very  considerably,  and  the  interest  receivable  therefrom  is  a  source  of  increased 
annual  income. 

The  stocks  purchased  have  in  many  cases  been  bought  at  a  great  discount,  and  tho 
library  is  therefore  receiving  a  much  larger  interest  than  the  simple  interest  on  the  amount 
invested,  being  an  interest  on  the  par  value  of  the  stock.  My  purchases  during  the  last 
fiscal  year  have  been  very  low,  tlu^  larger  portion  having  been  purchased  as  low  as  $  59  in 
the  hundred,  and  the  balance  at  about  $  70.  There  is  no  necessity  to  sell  or  sacriiice  these 
bonds,  and  when  they  should  be  at  par,  a  large  profit  will  be  realized. 

When  the  present  war  shall  terminate,  I  have  anticipated  that  large  purchases  might  be 
made  in  Eiuropc,  and  the  library  be  increased  to  one  worthy  of  the  state. 

The  sales  for  the  last  two  years  have  been  about  an  average  with  the  same  period  pre- 
viously. But  at  the  same  time,  the  diminution  in  the  sale  of  law  books  duriug  the  last  fis- 
cal year,  has  been  very  great,  owing  to  the  almost  total  cessation  of  business  in  the  courts. 
The  deficiency  has  been  made  up  by  sales  of  maps  and  the  new  Code,  a  demand  for  the  first 
having  been  created  by  the  war,  and  tho  last  being  previously  out  of  print,  aud  necessary 
to  all  classes  to  enable  them  to  know  the  changes  in  our  statute  law.  If  tho  war  continues 
for  any  long  period,  the  sales  must  be  greatly  diminished. 

The  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  fund  for  each  of  the  two  fiscal  years  since  my  last 
report,  exhibit  its  present  condition,  and  aio  as  follows:

These  statements  exhibit  a  flourishing  condition  of  the  fund,  and  considering  the  circum- 
stances by  which  we  have  been  surrounded,  is  exceedingly  gratifying. 

From  M.  A.  Yaftomare,  the  agent  for  international"  exchanges,  I  received  about  the  time 
of  the  secession  of  this  state,  his  usual  liberal  supply  of  books  for  our  librarj^  evincing,  as 
he  has  heretofore  done,  a  most  commendable  zeal  in  prosecuting  the  system  of  exchanges 
originallj'^  introduced  by  him.  The  war  has  so  far  prevented  replies  to  his  communications 
and  a  reciprocation  of  his  favors.  His  letters,  and  a  list  of  the  books  forwarded  by  him, 
accompany  this  report. 

The  transfer  of  the  seat  of  government  of  the  Confederate  States  to  Richmond,  and  the 
meeting  of  congress  in  the  capitol,  has  increased  the  business  of  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
monwealth, and  imposed  additional  labor  on  the  clerks  in  the  department.  It  is  essential, 
however,  to  the  government  to  have  ready  reierencc  to  many  books  in  the  library,  and  re- 
lying upon  the  ratification  of  my  action  by  the  committee  and  legislature,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, I  have  cheerfully  utlbrded  access  to  the  books,  both  to  the  heads  of  departments 
and  to  members  of  congress,  and  accorded  to  them  the  same  privileges  in  the  use  of  books 
that  have  heretofore  been  extended  to  officers  of  the  state  government.  Unless  othenvise 
ordered,  I  shall  pursue  the  same  course  in  futuie.

Dear  Sir: 

Since  my  last  transmission  of  books,  »&c.,  I  have  received  numerous 
and  valuable  works,  a  list  of  which  is  enclosed  in  my  letter  to  his  excellency,  59  of  which, 
viz:  41  quarto  and  18  octavo,  are  bound.  Desirous  of  sending  all  together,  I  wrote  to 
you  last  year  to  beg  of  you  to  be  kind  enough  to  inform  me,  as  soon  as  possible,  whether  I 
was  to  employ  the  same  bookbinder  Avho  kept  me  so  long  waiting  for  the  work  entrusted 
to  him,  because,  in  the  affirmative,  I  would  have  placed  in  his  hands  the  books  as  I  received 
them,  to  bind  them  at  once,  so  as  to  have  all  ready  in  time  for  my  regular  transmission ; 
but  receiving  no  reply,  to  avoid  too  long  delay  in  my  coummnications,  I  determined  to 
send  you  at  one  time  all  the  works  mentioned  in  the  list,  convinced  that  your  bookbinders, 
with  specimens  before  them,  will  do  the  work  just  as  well  as  the  French.  Besides,  I  think 
that  the  number  of  volumes  aheady  bound,  will  make  the  balance  for  what  their  extra 
charge  may  be.

I  hope,  dear  sir,  that  you  will  appreciate  my  ardent  desire  of  having  our  scientific  inter- 
course carried  on  with  as  much  activity  as  possible,  so  as  to  show  those  who  are  unac- 
quainted with  the  inexhaustible  resources  of  your  blessed  country,  that  there  is  no  alteration 
in  the  progress  of  her  glorious  destiny.  Please,  therefore,  to  let  me  have  all  you  can  pro- 
cure of  books,  pamphlets,  &c.,  published  in  Virginia,  and  rest  assured  that  I  shall  use 
them  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  commonwealth.

I  only 'say  that  to  pre- 
vent you  paying  this  bill  a  second  time,  were  the  bookbinder  to  apply  to  you  for  payment.

I  have  the  honor  of  enclosing  herewith  the  list  of  books  received  in  accord- 
ance with  the  system  of  international  excharij^e,  during  the  elapsed  year  1860,  and  the  three 
first  months  of  the  present  year.  Composed  of  some  of  the  most  esteemed  works,  ancient 
and  modern,  on  legislation,  jurisprudence,  history,  sciences,  arts  and  industry,  their  num- 
ber and  importance  are  the  best  evidence  of  the  ever  increasing  popularity  of  the  system, 
accepted  now  as  a  settled  policy. 

I  trust,  sir,  that  your  excellency  and  the  general  assembly  will  receive  with  accustomed 
favor  these  additional  tokens  of  affection  and  esteem  for  Virginia,  proceeding  from  France, 
Holland  and  Belgium.  Again  evidencing  their  appreciation  of  their  peaceful  and  civilized 
relations  between  nations,  a  link  that  should  never  be  interrupted,  for  scientific  intercourse, 
in  pursuit  of  its  philanthropic  aim,  suimounts  the  international  bairiers  often  raised  by 
prejudices  or  misunderstanding.

Americans  need  no  examples  to  stimulate  their  wisdom  and  patriotism;  I  am,  therefore, 
persuaded  that  their  relations  with  Europe  will  continue  as  active  as  usual,  showing  that 
there  is  no  alteration  in  the  progress  of  their  glorious  destiny. 

Such,  sir,  are  the  ardent  hopes  of  all  the  friends  and  well  wishers  of  America,  and  the 
fervent  prayers  of,  sir.
